ASSIMILATED JEWS IN THE WARSAW GHETTO —— 


By MICHAEL ZYLBERBERG

HEN the story of the Warsaw 
‘Ghetto is written, a special

After a year we dispersed to differ- 
ent parts of the Ghetto, but 1 kept my 
contacts with the assimilationists and 
baptised Jews.
